EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. In view of Amended claims as discussed above in item 1 and the Terminal Disclaimer, Claims 1-6 
are allowed.

With respect to claim 1, the prior art of record fails to disclose singly or in combination or render 
obvious that the method comprising transmitting information to the mobile terminal, the password being a 
function of the information, generating time varying passwords based on the information; receiving a 
request for access to a computer network from the mobile terminal and the provided password; selectively 
granting access to the computer network based on whether the provided password matches a particular 
one of the time varying passwords; and determining whether the mobile terminal providing the time 
varying password is within a predetermined location using a global positioning system.
